“THE TbltKOK OF PERU,” by Meade Miiuiigerode 
I Farrar & Rinehart: $2.50). 
IN THE last years of the reign of King Louis XIV. 
* St. Malt) was more than a foggy little French city 
with a heavy veneer of quaintness; it was a great 
trading port, ruled by the owners of a row of houses 
called California, of all things. 
And according to 
Meade Minnigerode, one of the houses, and there­ 
fore one of the trading firms, was ruled by a salty 
old woman named Louise Cotrel. 
Mine. Cotrel had a grandson named Jules. He was 
either an incorrigible romantic, a great fellow, a fool 
or merely a young man maturing under strange in­ 
fluences. In any case Old Louise decided that some­ 
thing would have to be done about Jules, who was a 
ship captain though only in his early twenties. She 
thought perhaps she should save him from the sea, 
so she sent him overland to Malaga 
It was a mis­ 
take — cr was it? 
In Malaga Jules saw, in a procession of girls from 
the Academy, a green-eyed and gorgeous beauty named 
Manueia, whose father was a grandee indeed one of 
the grandees with long fingers who dipped into prac­ 
tically all the Spanish King’s pots and came out drip­ 
ping. Jules never again was the same. 
One after another, Jules made sensations. 
He was 
at first altogether incapable of understanding Man­ 
ueia. When she played with him he believed her, and 
when sire was serious she found he still believed her, 
which could be even worse.

Since 
Italy cam e into th e w ar E ngland 
has diverted her com m ercial vessels 
around th e Cape, and Italy naturally 
is b arred from use of the long ditch. 
If M ussolini Is able to carry out 
the operation, he undoubtedly will 
m ake a heavy assault on B ritish 
bases In Egypt and the canal de­ 
fenses if and w hen his axis p artn er 
attem p ts the big attack on England 
direct.

Every inch of th e w aterw ay is 
heavily protected day and night be­ 
cause of its vulnerability. T he sin k ­ 
ing of a steam er in the canal would 
block It and raise havoc. 
T he B rit­ 
ish have a large force of Anzac 
troops In this zone, and it is here 
Hint the fam ous Indian L ancers re n ­ 
der their g reatest m ilitary service to 
the em pire. 
T he Indians* business 
is to p atrol the canal shores, and 
prevent sabotage.
